"Two city councilmen have asked Federal Govern- 
ment cancellation of tax funds for the NAPP on the basis of 
a police intelligence report which alleges the NAPP is 
being used for subversive purposes." 

Source one advised that a Statewide Conference 
on Power and Politics, sponsored by the 
Califomians for Liberal Representation, was 
held September 30 - October 2, 1966, at the 
East Los Angeles College, 5>35>7 East Brooklyn 
Avenue, Los Angeles.

She 
said much more money is needed to care for the 
poor^ people and that money being spent on the 
war in Vietnam should be spent on the war on 
poverty. 

The Calif ornians for Liberal Representation (CLR) 
is self -described indfcs literature as "an effective 
organization for liberal thought and action". This 
organization claims to have made a contribution 
. to politics in the State of California. "Prom its 
inception, CLR was selective and pledged support 
only to those candidates who we believe by their 
past record and by their announced viewpoint, 
would be champions of civil rights, civil liberties, 
and world peace. We then raised campaign funds, 
lent organizational assistance and provided pre- 
cinct workers for the candidates we supported. 
Our appeal to the liberal community met a warm 
and enthusiastic response."

On July 7, 1970, Acting Director of Department 



of Public Safety for the City of Richmond Frank S. Duling 
furnished a copy of a law suit which was filed in behalf 
of the plaintiffs named in the suit by Seymour Dubow, 
American Civil Liberties Union lawyer, Richmond, Virginia. 
Duling stated that he had Just come from a hearing in the 
U. S. District Court for the Eastern District of Virginia 
in Richmond, Virginia, where Dubow had appeared in U. S. 
District Court and petitioned for a court order allowing 
him pre-trial discovery of all police records and photographs. 
Judge Robert R. Merhige, Jr., refused to issue such an 
order but instructed the attorneys for both sides to reach 
an agreement between them in this matter. Chief Duling 
stated that the city is tentatively considering allowing 
Dubow access to photographs and reports pertaining only 
to the specific items enumerated in the petition involving 
the named plaintiffs. Chief of Police and Director of 
Department of Public Safety have scheduled a meeting with 
the Richmond City Attorney for July 9, 1970, to determine 
the extent of the compliance with Dubow 's possible request 
to review police reports and files. Duling stated that the 
named plaintiffs have in the past frequently participated in 
pickets, demonstrations, marches and other gatherings in 
opposition to the domestic and foreign policies of the U. S. 
Government. 

Duling stated that the city has filed legal motions 
in an effort to have the suit dismissed and these motions have 
been denied by Judge Merhige who set trial date for July 23,

13. While plaintiffs have not engaged and do not propose 
to engage in any activity which is unlawful, violent, or beyond the 
limits of constitutionally protected expression, assembly, and petition, 
they realize that other persons participating in or reacting against demon- 
strations in which plaintiffs will participate, for whose acts plaintiffs 
would not be responsible, may commit unlawful, violent, or constitutionally 
unprotected acts despite plaintiffs' best efforts to prevent them; and 
plaintiffs realize that, in the climate of frustration, tension, suppression, 
and unrest which now prevails, such acts probably would necessitate 

the mobilization of the Colorado National Guard to enforce the laws or 
protect life or property.

other liberties, without due process of law. ?4anifestly , there is no 
adequate remedy at law for such deprivations of fundamental rights. 

14. Furthermore, plaintiffs claim that while the laws 
themselves and their normal enforcement by police, or by other persons 
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lawfully authorized to act as or to assist police, do not unconstitutionally 
interfere with plaintiffs' exercise of their rights, the threat of mobilization ■

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Outgoing Executive Director John Pemberton said of Neier's election: 
n lhe ACLU will profit immensely from the election of Aryeh Neier as its 
Executive Director. His imagination and creativity will add important new 
dimensions to the Union's work. His energy and brilliance will insure the 
highest degree of effectiveness. In combination, his attributes spell a 
great capacity for leadership — a leadership which I believe will energize 
a diverse and growing ACLU membership toward new levels of achievement on 
behalf of its common cause. The nation will sorely need ACLU's achievements 
in the years to come." 

Since 1962 when Pemberton assumed the Executive Directorship, the Union's 
membership has nearly tripled to some 150,000 members. Affiliate represen- 
tation has grown from 29 to 48 with offices in 46 states . 

The Union's presence in the South was virtually non-existent prior to 
1962. From representation in only two states, the ACLU now has affiliates in 
every southern state. In 1964 it opened a Southern Regional Office in order 
to bring a civil liberties presence to an under represented area and to 
stimulate civil liberties litigation and organization in the South. The 
Southern Regional Office is also responsible for administering Operation 
Southern Justice a program established in 1967 to integrate the instruments 
of justice in the South, especially juries. The Lawyers Constitutional 
Defense Committee (LCDC) a coalition of lawyers who serve the civil rights 
movement in the South, was formed at ACLU initiative in 1964 and merged with 
the ACLU Foundation in 1968.

I am deeply grateful to the members of the Board of 
Directors of the American Civil Liberties Union for their 
expression of confidence that I will be able to carry out 
the programs of high purpose for which the ACLU stands. 

In its 50 years, the ACLU has been at the center of 
a great many battles for individual rights. In the years 
immediately ahead we will be engaged in many more battles. 
We enter those battles with a spirit of hope. At the same 
time, we are mindful that our principles and beliefs will 
be tested as perhaps never before in our history as an 
organization. 

Hie critical challenge that we face is to make civil 
liberties a reality for the young, the black and the alienated. 
Nothing could be more damaging than having large segments of 
the society so ridden by a sense of power lessness that the 
only power'' they have is the power to destroy. 

We must make civil liberties a reality for people who 
are subject to abuses in circumstances which are shielded 
from outside scrutiny. It is difficult to check the arbi- 
trary exercise of authority in the schools, in the military, 
in the mental hospitals, in the prisons, in the welfare 
centers, in the police stations and in the lower criminal 
courts. Low visibility protects abuses that are perpetrated 
by these institutions from ready and easy attack. In the 
past few years, the ACLU has just begun to get into these 
institutions to challenge their day-to-day, unsensational 
but real violations of the right to free speech, intrusions 
on privacy and denials of due process. 

In the years ahead, we must probe more deeply with the 
end in mind of making the landmark court decisions that the 
ACLU achieved in its first half century meaningful for more 
than just the f evr people whose problems may be brought to 
the attention of the appellate courts.

Mr. Park Chamberlain, an attorney at law, Los Altos, 
California, in his letter of September 9, 1970, requested that we advise 
him of the facts concerning a bombing case in Meridian, Mississippi. 
He enclosed articles from American Civil Liberties Union, American 
Friends Service Committee and "Quaker Service" which give exerpts 
of articles previously written by Jack Nelson. Nelson, in his articles, 
which appeared in "Los Angeles Times" in February of 1970, alleges 
the Bureau and Meridian, Mississippi, Police Department paid reward 
money to Klan informants to set up an ambush. 

Chamberlain, in his letter, generally supports law 
enforcement and desires to know the facts. 

The facts alleged by Nelson are entirely false and the true 
facts are that on June 30, 1968, Kathy Answorth and Thomas Albert 
Tarrants, in, attempted to bomb the home of Meyer Davidson, 
Meridian, Mississippi. Police had advance information from an 
informant and the house was staked out. Ainsworth was killed in a 
gun battle; Tarrants was sentenced to 30 years. This was a police 
operation and we do not know how much they paid the informant, but 
we have heard it was more than $30, 000. 

We have nothing derogatory in our files concerning Park 
Chamberlain, and in 1966 a National board member of American 
Friends Service Committee described this Committee as a Quaker 
religious organization which believes in non-violence as part of its 
religious beliefs. 

In May of 1970, a source of our Jackson Office advised that 
the ACLU was going to file suit against the Meridian, Mississippi, 
Police Department alleging entrapment in this same case. To date, no 
suit has been filed. To direct correspondence in this matter to the 
ACLU would only dignify their remarks and our letter could be mis- 
quoted and misinterpreted by them and in their publications.

The American Friends Service Committee and the American Civil Liberties 
Union released the following statement today: 

To solve crimes of violence in Mississippi, a local police agency and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation are reliably reported to have participated 
in setting a trap that resulted in their assuming the roles of police, judge, 
jury and executioner. 

The American Friends Service Committee and the American Civil Liberties 
Union are- compelled to raise questions about such an abridgement of the right 
of any citizen to due process, to the very right of life itself. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, "The FBI and the Meridian, Missis- 
sippi police paid $36,500 to two Ku Klux Klan informants to arrange a trap to 
catch two young Klan terrorists in a bombing attempt. . .Police who sprang the 
trap on June 30 1968 say they expected a gun battle and never thought either 
Klan membe r would be taken alive ." ^/emphasis ours7 

We believe such action to be a clear misuse of police power in the State 
of Mississippi and an erosion of the rights guaranteed every American under 
the Constitution. It represents the gravest of threats not just to the

individuals involved but to every American. The facts of the matter must be 
established. Yet we have heard no voice T -from government, the national media^ 
from humanitarian organizations usually concerned with human rights — condemn 
this misuse of power by the 'FBI and local authorities. The fact that Klan 
members are not allies of those of us working for equality and justice, the 
fact that they oppose what we work for and violently at that, can be no 
excuse for our silence. This act and this type of action cannot be condoned. 

We are particularly disturbed by this alarming report in light of the 
growing abridgement of rights in other areas; electronic ea\esdropping, wire- 
wiretapping in violation of the law and weakening of government efforts to 
obtain quality education for all, as required by the Supreme Court. We also 
fear that there is a growing tendency in this administration to become 
insensitive to commitments for equality and justice for all men. We fear 
the American people may already have grown used to the deprivation of their 
rights* 

Hopeful that the silence following this report is not a symptom of an 
: America no longer capable of shock or outrage , we urge the President 4 to ■ 
investigate the actions of the FBI and the police in this incident. We 
urge him also to instruct the Attorney General to undertake immediately 
an investigation of this evident act of entrapment. If this be a policy 
of the FBI, then its director should personally account for it in public. 

If it is evident, that the executive agencies of the U.S. government 
are failing 1 in their duty to investigate this incident to "the fullest to 
determine if there has been violations of law 'committed by government 
agencies, then the responsibility falls on Congress through the appropriate 
Congressional committees.,, to determine whether the executive has failed to

determine whether the executive has failed to enforce the law. 

We also ask that the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights look into these 
actions of the Federal police and their local allies. 

Violence has killed the best of our dreamers, black and white. Some who 
dared to ask'^h^to the injustices of our society, and were not satisfied 
with easy answers, some who dared to dream that justice was possible f are no 
longer with us. They too were struck down by the killer 1 s bullet. They too 
were entitled to due process of law. If citizens and their government remain 
silent about the Meridian incident, then the dreams of a Martin Luther King 
and a Robert Kennedy, and a host of other dreamers, will have died with them.
